William  F.  "Bill"  Leonard  has  been  a 
longtime  friend  of  Broward  Community 
College.  He  has  served  as  a  director  of 
the  BCC  Foundation  Board  and 
presently  is  a  director  emeritus.  He 
played  a  critical  role  in  the  BCC 
Foundation  planned  giving  program 
and  was  instrumental  in  the  college 
receiving  a  $4.9  million  dollar  gift  from 
the  Edward  R.  Seese  estate.  This  is  the 
largest  single  gift  in  the  history  of  the 
foundation. 

A  native  of  Quincy,  Florida,  Mr. 
Leonard  received  his  bachelor's  degree 
at  Florida  State  University  and  his  law 
degree  from  the  University  of  Florida, 
where  he  earned  academic  and  leader- 
ship honors.  He  is  the  senior  partner  in 
the  Fort  Lauderdale  law  firm  of  Leonard 
&c  Morrison.  He  has  served  on  the  Fourth  District  Court  of  Appeals  Judicial 
Nominating  Committee  since  1987.  In  1982,  former  Gov.  Bob  Graham 
appointed  him  to  a  term  on  the  Florida  Board  of  Regents,  the  governing 
body  for  the  state's  public  universities.  In  1983,  Gov.  Graham  also  appointed 
him  to  the  Council  of  100,  a  gubernatorial  advisory  board  comprised  of  the 
state's  most  influential  business  and  community  leaders.

Michael  Scott  Snelten  believes  that  God  has  a 
purpose  for  everyone,  and  people  should  not 
give  up  in  that  pursuit.  Broward  Community 
College  proved  a  good  backdrop  for  his  discov- 
ery because  it  provided  academic  and  leadership 
opportunities. 

Like  most  BCC  students,  Michael  worked 
full  time  while  completing  his  degree  in  mass 
communications.

Working  with  fellow  mem- 
bers, BCC's  name  and  reputation  have  been  promoted  throughout  the  state 
and  nation. 

Michael  believes  everyone  has  a  responsibility  to  give  back  to  the 
community.  Therefore,  he  created  and  promoted  the  "Share  What  You 
Wear"  clothing-collection  drive.  This  effort  collected  2,300  pounds  of  usable 
clothing,  which  was  given,  free  of  charge,  to  those  in  need  in  Broward 
County;  the  distribution  was  handled  by  Family  Central  of  North 
Lauderdale.

He  will 
attend  Florida  International  University  working  toward  a  baccalaureate  in 
broadcast  journalism,  and  he  endorses  Winston  Churchill's  timeless  advice, 
"Never,  never,  never,  never  give  up!" 


ACADEMIC  COSTUME 

In  the  medieval  universities,  students  and  teachers  wore  gowns  indicating  their  sta- 
tus and  scholastic  achievements.  European  institutions  still  show  great  diversity  in 
the  specifications  of  academic  dress,  but  American  colleges  and  universities  preferred 
to  adopt  some  definite  system  which  all  could  follow.  Accordingly,  in  1895,  at 
Columbia  University,  an  intercollegiate  commission  drafted  a  uniform  code  for  the 
use  of  caps,  gowns  and  hoods.  These  standards,  with  few  revisions,  are  still  in  effect. 
Broward  Community  College  will  follow  the  Academic  Costume  Code. 

Four  academic  degrees  are  generally  recogiiized:  the  associate,  the  bachelor,  the  mas- 
ter and  the  doctor.  The  associate  degrees  (associate  of  arts  and  associate  in  sciences) 
are  offered  by  the  standard  two-year  junior  colleges.  The  other  three  are  conferred  by 
universities  and  colleges.  The  bachelor's  or  baccalaureate  degree  takes  its  name  di- 
rectly from  the  medieval  practice  of  "bachelors"  wearing  a  garland  of  bayberries.  The 
master's  degree  was  equivalent  to  a  license  to  teach,  and  sometimes  was  followed  by 
the  express  words  Licentia  Docendi.  The  doctor's  degree,  when  earned  by  study, 
indicates  advanced  study  and  independent  research  in  a  specialized  field  of  learning. 
Honorary  degrees  are  granted  for  meritorious  service  and  for  distinction  in  public  or 
private  endeavor. 

Those  holding  a  bachelor's  degree  wear  a  black  gown  fastened  at  the  top,  distin- 
guished by  long  pointed  sleeves  hanging  nearly  to  the  knees.  The  master's  gown, 
worn  open,  has  long  closed  sleeves  with  an  arc  of  a  circle  appearing  near  the  bottom 
and  a  slit  for  the  arm  near  the  middle  of  the  sleeves.  The  doctor's  gown,  usually 
worn  open,  is  made  of  silk,  faced  with  a  broad  strip  of  velvet,  and  has  three  bars  of 
velvet  on  each  sleeve. 

A  hood  made  of  the  same  material  may  be  worn  with  the  gown.  The  bachelor's  hood 
is  three  feet  long,  with  a  two- inch  strip  of  velvet;  the  master's  hood  is  three  and  one- 
half  feet  long,  faced  with  a  three-inch  strip  of  velvet;  the  doctor's  hood  is  four  feet 
long,  faced  with  a  five-inch  strip  of  velvet.  The  color  of  the  tassel  or  velvet  strip  on 
the  hood  indicates  the  field  of  study  in  which  the  degree  was  earned  or  granted,  as 
for  example:  ARTS,  white;  SCIENCE,  golden  yellow;  EDUCATION,  light  blue;  ENGI- 
NEERING, orange;  MUSIC,  pink;  LIBRARY  SCHOOL,  lemon  yellow;  BUSINESS, 
drab;  JOURNALISM,  crimson;  LAW,  purple;  THEOLOGY,  scarlet;  PHILOSOPHY, 
dark  blue.  Each  hood  is  also  lined  in  silk  with  the  colors  of  the  institution  which 
granted  the  degree,  as  for  example,  garnet  and  gold  for  Florida  State  University, 
orange  and  blue  for  the  University  of  Florida. 

The  appropriate  cap  for  all  degrees  is  the  familiar  black  "mortar  board."  A  tassel, 
black  or  a  color  signifying  the  field  of  specialization,  is  worn  hanging  to  the  left  of 
the  face.  Those  holding  a  doctor's  degree  may  wear  a  soft  velvet  cap  of  the  color 
indicating  their  field  of  study,  or  with  the  mortar  board,  they  may  wear  a  tassel  in 
gold  or  in  part  of  gold  thread. 

The  mace,  carried  by  the  parade  marshal,  is  a  symbol  of  the  authority  vested  in  the 
college  president.  In  medieval  times,  it  was  a  weapon  of  war  which  was  effective 
against  the  strongest  armor  and  was  used  chiefly  by  knights.  Maces  were  often  borne 
by  a  royal  bodyguard  to  protect  the  king  in  processions,  but  in  the  course  of  time  (by 
the  14th  century)  they  assumed  more  ceremonial  functions  and  lost  their  warlike 
appearance.  A  mace  is  carried  in  academic  and  ecclesiastical  processions,  particularly 
in  English-speaking  countries.
